AN INCIDENT OF THE WAR HITHER- 


TO NOT PUBLISHED. 


Story of the First Expedition to Fort Fish- 


er—The Sailing Master of the Ella 
Knight Tried to Deliver HiB Charge to 
the Enemy. 


On the first expedition to Fort Fisher 


n captured blockade runner called the 
Ella Knight was used as a government 
transport. 
The cargo of this vessel was 


Light Battery E, Third United States 
artillery, and the Sixteenth New York 
Independent Light battery. Abont 1GO 
horses, 12 fieldpieces, 13 caissons and 
3 limber cheats made a valuable cargo. 
Tbo sailing master's narno was Ad- 
ma, but as wo sailed under scaled or- 
ers, to be opened oH Capo Henry light- 
louse, the tanking military 
officer 


boarci, who helc? (hose orders, becarno 
anking or commanding officer of tbo 
hip, 
This officer was First Lieutenant 


B. Myrick of Light Battery E, Third 


United States artillery. 


Adams, a Baltimore man having some 


nfluence, •was appointed sailing master 
n the United States transport fleet. Ha 
?as a genuine Confederate at heart and 
ad in his mind a \vay to help tbo Coil- 
ederacy, which was to await his op- 
iOrtunity and run the first good cargo 
n his charge into the Confederates' 
hands. 


As a signal the flagship fired a gun 


vor the waters of Hampton Roads, and 
he transport fleet of the first expedition, 
without outside lights, sailed out into 
he darkness of night—into the broad 
Atlantic. 


The Ella Knight was not the last to 


each Cape Henry lighthouse, but when 
ho did the sealed orders were opened 
ind Adams was advised of the ship's 
lestinatiou—Fort Fisher. 


Soon after turning southward from 


Jape Henry the wind began to blow 
strongly from the south. The sea be- 
ame extremely rough, the decks were 
vet and slippery and the horses' stalls 
Save way. 
The horses began to slide 


jack and forth on deck, so heavy were 
he lunges and rolls of the ship. At the 
ame time the gnns began to roll on the 
upper deck. Ropes weie procured and 
he gnus lashed through ths wheels to 
rrevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
lolo through tho transport's sides. Then 
•opes ,Vero stretched lengthwise and 
hrough the center of the deck, and sev- 
eral times crosswise to help support the 
lorses, but many were killed and many 
disabled. 


Some time "past miduigbt Adams 


quietly turned tbo f-hip to the north and 
cnddedwith the wind. Then at tbo end 
if a few hours he turned the ship south 
,gain. 
His orders v, ere to keep within 


,ight of the transport fleet, but when 
daylight came no transport fleet was in 


ht. 
He gave as his excuse that the 


ship's engines wore weak and that he 
ould not make the speed required of 
him. 
We knew tluit the Ella Knight 


was a fast ship, and from that time on 
wo knew that Adams was a man vho 
wonld stand watchiug. 


By the middle of the clay the storm 


,iad passed over and Adams took a reck- 
oning off Gape Hatteias, North Caro- 
ma, 
Then wo continued our journey 


without much of interest until nearly 
daylight the next morning. 


All was quiet aboard the transport. 


As she rode through the darkness there 
was a report of a cannon, and the next 
instant a shell burst over the deck of 
the Ella Knight. From the short inter- 
val between the report of the gnu and 
She shell's explosion the battery officers 
knew that wo mu&t be near the shore. 
Besides, the Found of the bieakers from 
the heavy ocean swells could bo heard 
lashing the sandy beach.

PATRIOTIC NEVADA. 


The Governor of Nevada offered the 


United States a battalion of 600 vol- 
unteers for service in the army during 
the war with Spain. The offer was re- 
fused by the War Department and Ne- 
vada'e quota was limited to one troop 
of cavalry to form a part of the Second 
Eegimsnt of United States Volunteer 
Cavalry, Colonel Torrey commanding. 
The numerous applioationa tor enroll- 
ment indicate that Nevada would 
furnish a whole regiment of cavalry 
and a regiment of infantry. Every 
Company of the National Guard offered 
to go as infantry. Their services not 
being required for that arm of the ser- 
vice several of them, including com- 
missioned officers, enhated as privates 
in the cavalry. Of 68 men enrolled 
from Reno, Virginia City and Carson 
48 are natives of Nevada, whiob proves 
that they are young men in the prime 
of life. 


There is no more patriotic State in 


the Union tban Nevada. The enlisted 
men are all respectable young fellows, 
many of whom leave responsible po- 
sitions to serve their country. There 
is not a tramp in the troop. Many of 
them leave comfortable homes and 
loved 
ones, though 
no man was 


accepted who had a wife or child de- 
pendent upon him for support The 
boys hope to be given opportunity to 
display their valor and the banner 
which floats at their qnarters boars the 
motto, "Rsmembpr the Maine." 


BRYAN

Senator Jones of Nevada and several 


other prominent silver men called «t 
the White House and asked the Presi- 
dent to give William J. Bryan a com- 
mission in the army, as a matter of 
courtesy to that gentleman and the 
Silver men of the United Stares. The 
President refused to accede to their 
request 
saying 
he 
had 
already 


appointed General Lee, a gold Demo- 
crat, and General Wheeler, a silver 
Democrat, to positions in the army, 
and would not commission a man who 
did not have a military training. 


Abraham Lincoln was made of dif- 


ferent material than the present occu- 
pant of the White House. Politics did 
not enter into Lincoln's calculations 
when he wanted men to preserve the 
Union. 
He commissioned John A. 


Logan, B. F. Batler and many others 
who differed from him politically, from 
civil life and they distinguished them- 
selves in various ways and on many 
occasions during the war. 


But Bryan is a big enough man 


whether he serves his country as a 
soldier in the field or a statesman in 
the councils of the Nation, whether 
McKmley recognizes him or not. 


MADRID, May 5.—Disturbances are of 


frequent ooourenoe in various prov- 
inces of Spain owing to the high prices 
and scarcity of food. Civil Guards are 
attacked and shops are looted. At 
Barcelona there was a ran on the banks 
the holders of notes demanding silver 
in exchange. 


It is intended to prohibit speculation 


in such commodities as corn, flour, rice 
maize and potatoes, and the exporta- 
tion of products has been prohibited. 


It is officially announced at Madrid 


that the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XHI, 
having troops and a cargo of supplies 
on board has arrived at Porto Rico. It 
was feared that she would be captured 
by the enemy. 


KEY WEST, May 5 —The United States 


dispatch boat Leydon sent to Cuba by 
this government to land Cuban scouts 
returned to this point at 4 o'clock this 
morning having succeeded in landing 
the scouts on Cuban soil in two parties. 
The Leydon was twice flred upon by 
Spanish troops, but in conjunction 
with the cruiser Wilmington and insur- 
gent forces drove the Spanish back and 
effected a landing, the scouts soon 
forming a junction with General Pedro 
de Game's division of insurgents, 


WASHINGTON, May 5.- No confirma- 


tion or information is obtainable at the 
War Department concerning the move- 
ments of Admiral Sampson's fleet.

At Porto Bioo, Probably. 


The United States Government has 


been informed from reliable sources 
that the Spanish fleet, which left Oape 
Verde some days ago, aft<r being at 
sea twenty-six hoars, continaed West, 
leaving uo donbt tbat ite destination 
was Porto Rico. That island, which is 
1,200 miles east of Havana, is under the 
sovereignly of Spain, 
though the 


inhabitants, like those of Ouba, are 
rebellious.

Another defeat will leave 
Spain in as helpless a condition as the 
Greeks were a year ago, when the Turks 
swarmed into their territory and were 
only prevented from taking Athens 
by the cessation of hostilities ceased 
by the intervention of the great Powers 
of Europe.

A Member of the New lork Department 


Who Endangered His Own Life to S»ve 
a Gneit of the Hotel Royal Who Bad 
About Given TJp All Hope. 
Jacob A. Eiis, author of "How the 


Other Half Lives," writes of "Heroes 
Who Fight Fire" in The Century. The 
article is one of the series "Heroes of 
Peace." Mr. Kiia tells the following 
story of a heroic rescue at tho Hotel 
Royal fire in New York some years ago: 


Sergeant Vaughan went up on the 


roof. The smoke was so dense there 
that he could see little, but through it 
he heard a cry for help and made out 
the shape of a man standing upon a 
window sill in the fifth story overlook- 
ing the courtyard of the hotel. The 
yard was between them. Bidding his 
men follow—they were five all told— 
he ran down and around in the nest 
street to the roof of the house that 
formed an angle with the hotel wing. 
There stood the man below him only a 
jump away, but a jump which no mor- 
tal might take and live. Bin face and 
hands were black with smoke, Vaughan, 
looking down, thought him a negro. He 
was perfectly calm. 


"It is no use," ho said, glancing np. 


"Don't try. You can't do it." 


Tho sergeant looked wistfully about 


him. Not a stick or a piece of rope was

There was absolutely nothing. "Bnt I 
couldn't let him, "he said to me months 
after, when he had come out of the hos- 
pital a whole man again and was back 
at work, "I just couldn't, standing 
there so quiet and brave."

The four sat on the sergeant's legs as 


he swung free down to the waist, BO he 
was almost able to reach the man on the 
window, with outstretched hands. 


"Now, jump—quick!" he command- 


ed, and the man jumped. He caught 
him by both wrists as directed, and the 
seigeant got a grip on the collar of hia 
coat.

the roof, and they tugged with their 
might. 
The sergeant's body did not 


move. Bentling over till the back creak- 
ed, it hung over the edge, a weight of 
208 pounds suspended from and holding 
it down. The cold sweat started upon 
his men's foreheads as they tried and 
tried again, without gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant~Vanghan's 
nostrils and ears. Sixty feet below was 
the paved courtyard. Over against him 
was the window, behind which he saw 
the back draft coming, gathering head- 
way -with Inrid, swirling smoke.

it burst through, burning the hair and 
the coats of the two.

The 
spray of a score of engines pumping be- 
low fell upon them, froze and covered 
them with ioe. The very roar of the fire 
seemed far off. The sergeant was the 
first to recover. He carried down the 
man he had saved and saw him sent off 
to the hospital. Then first he noticed 
that he was not a negro.

Lord Byron, in his reported conversa- 


tions with the Countess of Blossington, 
remarked to her that "medical men do 
not sufficiently attend to idiosyncrasies, 
on which so much depends, and often 
hurry to the grave one patient by a 
treatment that has succeeded in anoth- 
er.
